Oue of the drollest scenes of vitupera-
tion that Daniel O'Cen::cll, the celebraied
Irish author, ever fizured in, took place
in the early part of his life. Not long af-
ter he was called to the bar, his character
and peculiar talents received rapid recog-
nition from all who were casually acqguain.
ted with him. His talent fur vituperative
language was percciv d, and by some he
was, even in those days, considered match
less as a scold. However, ther: was at
that time in Dublin a certain woman, Bid
dy Moriarty, who had a huckster's stall on
one end of the quay, nearly opposite the
Four Courts.

legal interest shall be and remain at the
